B arrett has m ade a careful 
study of sugar beet raising, having 
been a practical beet raiser as w ell as 
ow ning a sm all portion of stock in the 
big sugar m ill th a t w as established in 
G rand Falls, Neb. 
He insists th a t 
were the w ork pushed intelligently 
and perseveringly beet culture would 
add considerably to Rock county's 
revenue. 
Said he to a G azette re­ 
po rter ; 
Muncy In R ock C ounty B eet*. 
“ M any have become skeptical about 
the profits of this crop, and the feasi­ 
bility of attem pting to raise th e beets 
for purposes of sugar m aking, ow ing 
to th e fact th a t a num ber of large and 
sm all factories, established for the 
purpose of 
producing sugar, have 
failed in th is country. 
N otw ithstand­ 
ing these facts, sugar m aking from 
beets under the 
new condition of 
things, w ith a bounty paid upon su­ 
gar, and w ith improved m achinery for 
m anufacturing it, is rapidly increas­ 
ing, and such favorable reports are 
com ing 
in th a t g reat prom ises are 
made for the future of th is industry. 
Must B e a C hange In M ethod. 


“ Present m ethods of grow ing the 
beets, however, m ust be improved 
upon. 
In grow ing beets for sugar 
m aking the m ain purpose should he 
kept constantly in view—th e high 
production of sugar in the beets. 
Size 
of the beets do not alw ays count, for 
m any of the sm aller ones produce 
more sugar th an the large beets. 
“ One of the chief essentials to ; t >w 
ing good sugar beets is a rich, mellow, 
loamy soil and another is 
an abund­ 
ance of clear w eather and sunshine. 
W here both of these can be had, beet 
sugar culture can be made profitable, 
and most of the analysis of beets show 
th a t those w hich are deficient in sugar 
m aking qualities are those th a t have 
not been grow n on th is kind of soil, or 
those w hich have had to 
contend 
against a cold, w et clim ate. 
Soil Mu*t be W ell stirred . 
“ The loamy, w ell-drained soil should 
be mellowed carefully before the beet 
seeds are put in, and medium applica­ 
tions 
of 
well-decomposed 
m anure 
should be made. 
Too much 
m anure 
is not beneficial, but it should he well 
rotted and ready 
for assim ilation. 
S tirrin g the soil thoroughly in prepar­ 
ing the seed bed is very essential, 
so 
th a t the w arm th can get down to the 
rtx>ts of the i*eets. 
The soil should be 
of weeds, and a rotation of crops 
w ill often accom plish the purpose bet­ 
te r than an y th in g else. 
Such crops as 
can be kept strictly clean of weeds 
should be adopted. 
The fall is the 
best tim e to do th e plow ing for the 
beets, and it should extend down ten 
or tw elve inches. 
M ott C ultivate by H and. 
“ The seed should be sown w ith the 
ordinary garden 
seed drill, w hich 
w ill 
sow 
them 
quickly. 
The 
row s should he about eighteen inches 
apart, w hich will m ake about fifteen 
to tw enty pounds of seed to the acre. 
W hen the beets are put up thoroughly 
all of the sm all ones should be pulled 
out, leaving about one plant every five 
or six inches ap art in the row. 
W hen 
kept th is distance ap art the beets 
w eigh about a pound each, b u t they 
contain a 
full share of 
the rich 
sugar qualities. 
T he object of sow­ 
ing thickly is to g et th e rig h t kind 
of beet plants, and plenty of them . 
Some m ay he transplanted if desired. 
The cultivation then should he a t­ 
tended 
to prom ptly, 
first w eeding 
them w ith th e hand w heel and a fte r­ 
w ard by th e hand. 
This is the hest 
m ethod y et experim ented w ith, h u t 
probably la te r horse m achinery w ill 
come into vogue for cultivating the 
beets. ”

The m onum ent was form ally pre­ 
sented by Miss Sallie B. Morgan, the 
presentation speech being made by C. 
E. Hooker. 
Tt was accepted on behalf 
of the confederate veterans by Col. J. 
R. 
M acintosh. 
Mrs. 
M argaret 
D avis-Ila3res, 
of Colorado, 
daughter 
of 
Jefferson 
Davis, 
unveiled 
the 
m onum ent. 
Senator E. C. W althall 
upon being introduced was received 
w ith loud and prolonged applause. His 
oration upon “ The Confederacy” was 
a complete history of the w ar from in­ 
ception to close. 
He received close 
attention and repeated applause. When 
he concluded Mrs. L uther M anship re­ 
cited w ith stirring effect a poem by 
Rev. 
F ather 
Ryan. S. J., entitled 
“ Sentinel Songs.” 
Then Gov. Lowry

son Davis, in the course of which he

To abolish the two old boards and 
to appoint a new board of increased 
membership would open the way for 
just so many aspiring place hunters.

Promises were 
cheap, and before long every member 
of the legislature had been convinced 
that his particular friend should sit in 
a soft place in this newly constructed 
board. 
It appears that there have 
been many more promises given out 
than there are places to be filled, and 
consequently there is a great clashing 
of individual and official and boss in­ 
terests in the creation of the new 
body. 
There may be more of a clash 
before the board is finally ready for 
work.

Newark, Iowa, Western New York, 
Chicago, Maine, Mississippi. This leaves 
twenty-three dioceses yet to be heard 
from, of which Dr. Brooks needs only 
seven to insure his confirmation, and, 
judging by the way the vote has al­ 
ready gone, there is little doubt that 
he will get the consent of much more 
than a majority of all the dioceses. 
The bishops must then act on his 
election, the assent of a majority be­ 
ing required. 
Some doubts have been 
expressed as to how the bishops will 
vote. 
But it is not likely that enough 
will oppose the election to defeat it. 
They will hesitate to put themselves 
on record as opposing the expressed 
will of a majority of dioceses, merely 
because they do not agree with some 
things that Dr. Brooks has said and 
done.

Steel has been defined as any kind of 
Iron which when heated to redness and 
suddenly plunged into cold water be­ 
comes hard; and every kind of mallea­ 
ble or flexible iron that can be hardened 
by that process is steel. 
But this defi­ 
nition is not applicable to the steel of 
mild quality now made for many me­ 
chanical 
uses, says the Mechanical 
News. One of the requisites for this 
mild steel is that it w ill not harden after 
being 
heated to a cherry red and 
plunged into water. 
To include all the 
kinds of steel now used in the agri­ 
cultural and mechanical industries, the 
better definition of steel will be, a mal­ 
leable iron combined with a percentage 
of carbon. Chemically considered, steel 
occupies a half-way position between 
wrought and cast iron, wrought iron 
being simply iron almost entirely free 
from carbon, while steel that is to 
be tempered contains one to one and 
one-half per cent, of carbon. 
The 
reason why this very slight 
change in the chemical construction 
should produce such wonderful results 
in the properties of iron and steel is as 
yet an unsolved mystery. 
We know 
that a bar of iron converted into steel 
becomes more granular or open, and 
while it loses to some extent its tough­ 
ness, it gains, instead, elasticity, great­ 
er strength and closeness of fiber. 
Blister steel is made by heating bara 
of iron packed in charcoal in a furnace 
for a period of from six to ten days. 
When the metal is withdrawn the bars 
are found to be of crystalline texture, 
and have a blistered surface—hence the 
name. Cast steel was formerly made of 
blister steel broken into fragments, 
melted in crucibles and cast into ingots; 
but the modern practice is to charge 
the crucibles with pieces of good Swed­ 
ish or American bar iron, adding char­ 
coal and black oxide of manganese 
The heat of the furnace soon seals the 
lid of the crucible, and the melting iron 
absorbs carbon from the fumes of the 
charcoal, thus shortening the tedious 
process of making “blister” bar. 
The 
cast steel is rolled or hammered from 
the ingot to any desired bar, sheet or 
plate. 
The chief characteristic of steel con­ 
sists in its capability of being hardened 
and tempered, and when exposed to 
heat it takes on in succession the fol 
lowing colors: 
1. A faint yellow, which indicates f 
proper temper for lancets or small cut­ 
ters that require the finest edge, with 
but little strength of metal. 
2. A pale yellow, which indicates the 
temper for razors and surgical instru­ 
ments. 
3. Full yellow, for penknives, etc. 
withJncreased toughness. 
4. Brown, with purple spots—that be­ 
ing for axes and carpenters’ tools. 
5. Bright blue, for swords and watch 
springs. 
0. Full blue, for fine saws, daggers, 
etc. 
7. Dark blue, for large saws or in­ 
struments that may be sharpened with 
a file. 
The above colors are based on steel 
suitable for the requirements. 
A piece 
of steel suitable for razors, lancets. 
etc, would not take the color indicated! 
for large saws, as that quality of steel 
is but little above the “blister” quality. 
The finer steel is the less heat it will 
tamper at, requiring a lower color of 
temper. Recently there have been some 
valuable discoveries in tempering, weld* 
ing and restoring steel, both from burnt 
or a low grade.

B ow tile South American Indians 
vide Themselves with Venison. 
The manner in which the South Amer­ 
ican Indians hunt deer in the Cordiller­ 
an is very interesting and somewhat in­ 
genious. 
They first ascertain the lo­ 
cality in which the animals congregate 
to graze, and then the men, women and 
children of the tribe make extensive 
preparations to hem in the herd. In or­ 
der to cause a stampede they blow 
horns, yell and make other bewildering 
and outlandish noises. 
As a natural 
consequence the frightened deer quit 
their grazing places. 
They form in line 
in regular marching order, the elder 
males leading the way followed by the 
females and young, while the rear of 
the column is brought up by the young 
bocks, who act as protectors to the cen­ 
ters. 
The Indians now close in upon them, 
seeing which the animals prepare to do 
battle for their lives. 
The hunters then 
proceed to prepare the instruments of 
destruction, consisting of large lances, 
resinous torches and nooses fixed to 
long poles. 
The worst enemy of the deer is the 
jaguar and wildcat, and their animosi­ 
ty to them is such that they have been 
known to leap over a hunter in order to 
attack either of these feline foes. 
The 
Indians, knowing this, employ it to 
great advantage during these hunts. 
The women stuff a number of jaguar 
and cat skins, which are placed in prom­ 
inent positions on the edges of preci­ 
pices in filii view of the deer, says the 
Detroit Free Press. 
Immediately the 
bucks make a violent effort to get at 
them in order to hurl them into the 
abyss beneath, but are thus treated 
themselves by the wily hunters, who 
pitch them over the cliff, where they 
are quickly ham-strung or otherwise 
disabled by the women, who are sta­ 
tioned below. 
After the first onslaught 
on the stuffed figure the remaining deer 
seem to recognize the fact that they 
hpve been tricked, and huddle together, 
awaiting another attack. 
Then the Indians throw lighted torch­ 
es among them and a panic ensues. 
They make desperate efforts to escape, 
but the relentless hunters drive them 
over the crags until they see that a suffi­ 
cient number have been captured—gen­ 
erally four or five hundred. 
They do 
not usually harm the females and fawns, 
and also allow a few bucks to escape 
Very seldom is a doe killed, and if a she 
fawn is captured it is immediately lib* 
crated. 
The flesh is eaten by the In­ 
dians and also carried to the villages to 
be sold, while the skins are either pur­ 
chased by dealers or made up into vari­ 
ous articles by those who assisted in 
their capture.

THE SPEAKER IN PERIL. 
S p r i n g f i e l d , 111., June 4 .—A noisy 
scene terminated the proceedings of 
the 
hou e Wednesday and put the 
world’s fair bill in a Condition which 
may terminate in incalculable damage 
if not in its defeat. Speaker Crafts is held 
responsible for the climax of the day 
because, as alleged, he declined to rec­ 
ognize or arbitrarily ignored a demand 
for a verification of the roll-call on an 
amendment making the appropriation 
(750,000, which he declared carried by 
yeas 76, nays 73. 
It was known that 
the 
result 
was 
close 
before the 
call 
was 
completed. 
A 
dozen 
members 
were checking 
up. 
The 
speaker 
was 
against 
§1,000,000 
and had voted for the (500,000 and 
(600,000 amendments. 
Friends of the 
$1,000,000, led by Mr. Paddock and 
seconded by Messrs. Brooks, Griggs 
and Prince, demanded a verification 
of the roll before the count was con­ 
tinued. 
Speaker Crafts called to the clerk to 
hand up the result, which he did, and 
the speaker undertook to announce the 
vote, 
but bedlam 
broke loose in 
the house in 
howls 
for a verifi­ 
cation. 
There 
was 
a 
rush 
of 
members to the clerk’s desk as the 
howls 
increased 
from 
all 
sides. 
Then ensued a scene the like of which 
has not been witnessed in the chamber 
since the memorable days of the Haines 
legislature. 
Speaker Crafts was heard 
to declare that the call for a verifica­ 
tion of the roll was not made until after 
the roll had been prepared by the clerk 
and given to the speaker, and that ther 
it was too late. 
“That’s a lie and you know it!” 
“You’re an infernal scoundrel!” “We’ll 
fix you for that swindle!” and other ex 
pressions of similar purport were made 
by members close to the chair, who 
were heard above the tumult which 
had been occasioned. 
Mr. Crafts turned pale. 
The speaker 
was meanwhile pounding 
with 
his 
gavel and calling for order. 
While rep­ 
resentatives from both sides crowded 
around him with threatening gestures 
and howling in his ears his face became 
deathly white and his lips moved as he 
looked at the ticket containing the 
numbers 76 and 78 and he tossed it 
upon the floor as the excitement was 
at fever heat, and there were threats 
of bodily injury to him. 
Not a sound 
he uttered was audible in the din 
Every member of the house had left 
his seat and by common impulse started 
toward the speaker’s chair. 
Somebody made a motion to adjourn 
The speaker put it and declared it car­ 
ried, paler and more agitated than be­ 
fore. 
He was surrounded by fifty rep­ 
resentatives as mad as men can g et 
Force was necessary to prevent fist! 
cuffs without number and to restrain 
the belligerents from reaching for the 
man with the gavel. 
The procedure from the time the vote 
was taken on the (750,000 amendment 
was the most remarkable in the annals 
of legislation. Three members who had 
voted in the affirmative desired to change 
their votes, but the speaker would not 
recognize them; the demand for the 
verification of the roll was ignored, and 
although fifty hands went up for the 
yeas and nays on the motion to adjourn 
the chair put it viva voce and declared 
it carried in the face of a thundering 
“No!” to which the affirmative vote 
was a murmur. 
It took half an hour for the agitated 
members to make up their minds to 
leave the chamber, and they did this 
only after it had been determined that 
there shall be a reconsideration of the 
vote to-day. 
The feeling is intense­ 
ly 
bitter 
against Speaker 
Crafts, 
who is the only Cook county member 
who opposed $1,000,000 and who is 
charged with taking his course for the 
smaller sums in the expectation that it 
would make him a favorite for the 
nomination for governor. 
Speaker Crafts endeavors to justify 
himself by saying that neither Pad­ 
dock, Griggs. Brooks, Miller, Prince 
nor Hayes addressed him as Mr. Speak­ 
er when they were calling for verifica­ 
tion of the roll 
He also claims, it is 
said, that he did not hear either Mr. 
Reid or Mr. Keller when they sought to 
change their votes 
This is the way the world’s fair bill 
stands now: It has been amended so as 
to make the amount of the appropria­ 
tion $750,000. 
It provides for eight 
hours a day labor and arbitration of 
disputes between employers and em­ 
ployes 
The governor is to approve all 
contracts 
The secretary is to make 
monthly reports of all expenditures, 
and all payments are to he made by the 
state treasurer on hills of particulars 
and vouchers 
These are the material 
changes in the bill. 
The debate con­ 
tinued all day. 
The introduction in the senate of the 
general levy bill for raising money for 
state purposes for the next two years is 
a sure indication that the real work of 
the general assembly la about ended. 
It provides 
for 
raising 
$1,000,000 
per annum for the general revenue 
fund and $1,000,000 for the school fund. 
The former figure is $300,000 less than 
tw o years ago, while the school fund 
is always $1,000,000 a year. 
The mo­ 
tion to reconsider the vote by which 
the anti-trust bill was passed was laid 
on the table. The O’Connor hill mak­ 
ing eight hours per day a legal day’s 
work was read a second time and or­ 
dered to a third reading and made a 
special order for Friday. 
The hill ex­ 
cepts 
farm 
laborers 
and

vides for the suspension of its provis­ 
ions during periods when labor is 
scarce.

Janesville people will see a portion 
of the ring-shaped eclipse of the sun 
which occurs on the morning of .Satur­ 
day, June 6. 
Unfortunately the cen­ 
tral phase of the eclipse are visible 
only in Siberia anil the region about 
the north pole. 
As seen from the 
United States it will be visible only as 
a small partial eclipse, and in the 
states south of the Ohio river it will 
be entirely invisibe. As seen in Janes­ 
ville, eclipse begins at 8:56 a. rn., and 
ends at 9:56 a. rn. 
In order to observe the exact begin­ 
ning of the eclipse, it is necessary to 
know in advance the point on the 
sun's circumference at which the ad­ 
vancing edge of the moon first becomes 
visible. 
The point lies very near but 
a little to the left of the top point of 
the sun’s circumference, at the point 
nearest the zenith. 
The scientific value of such an 
eclipse, in which on the line of cen­ 
tral eclipse the moon is seen project­ 
ed against but not completely cover­ 
ing the sun, is very much less than 
that of a total eclipse, and so far as 
known no scientific expeditions have 
been sent out to observe it.
